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Applicants have received the Interview Summary mailed June 28, 2004 in the above 
noted application. Applicants filed a reply to the last Office Action on March 16, 2004, prior to 
receiving the Interview Summary with the Notice of Allowance, and thus are now submitting the 
requisite Statement of Substance. 

During the telephonic interview held February 12, 2004 with Examiner Bridget E. 
Bunner and Examiner Elizabeth Kemmerer, Applicants' representatives and the Examiners 
discussed the rejection of claims 25-35 and 67-79 under 35 U.S.C.l §112, first paragraph for 
alleged lack of enablement. In particular, Applicants' representatives and the Examiners 
discussed the undue experimentation and unpredictability associated with xenotransplantation of 
cells into humans. The Examiners suggested that Applicants' representatives submit either a 
manuscript/declaration from the inventor and/or a publication indicating successful 
transplantation of non-human cells into humans. 

Applicants' representatives submitted pre-filing evidence indicating successful 
xenotransplantation into a human with Applicants' response to Final Office Action filed on 
March 16, 2004.

Applicants submit that claims 25-35, 67-79 and 128-149 are allowed. Applicants also 
submit that the informal Examiner's Amendment presented at page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability, wherein the Brief Description of Drawings has been amended to more accurately 
reflect the figures submitted on March 26, 2001, is acceptable to Applicants.
